the performance, a British officer in an ad­ 
joining box took the liberty of staring her 
full in the face. 
She oomplained of it to 
Ben Price, who, on its repetition, seized 
the offender by the nose with “ his finger 
aud thumb and wrung it moat effectually.” 
The officer left his box and went to Ben 
Price's. 
Ben in answer to a knock opened 
the door, when the officer, whose name was 
GreeD, asked Ben what he meaDt, remark­ 
ing at the same time that he meant no in­ 
sult to the lady. 
“ Oh! very well,” re­ 
plied Ben, “ neither did I mean to insult 
you by what I did.” Upon this they shook 
hands as sworn brothers, aud some time af­ 
terward Mr. Green went to Canada to join 
his regiment. 
The facts of the affair, how­ 
ever, reached Canada before Mr. Green 
did, and of course got noised abont. 
An 
officer of his regiment having a pique 
against him was particularly active iu air­ 
ing the scandal and brought the matter so 
strongly before his brother officers thst one 
of them, a Captain Wilson, insisted upon 
Green being ostracized unleas he went 
back to New York immediately and chal­ 
lenged Price. 
Green, however, beiDg no 
shot, he was allowed time to get up 
his 
pistol 
praotioe 
to 
a 
favorable 
standard, and having practiced for five 
hours daily, until he could hit a dollar at 
ten paces nine times out of ten, then he 
aims to New York and ohallenged Bvn 
Price. 
They fought at Hoboken, Prioa 
being killed at the first fire. 
The seconds 
immediately decamped, while Green, who 
had obtained leave to go to England on ur­ 
gent private affairs, took a small boat, 
crossed the river, and got on board a vessel 
in the bay ready to sail for the old country. 
Price’s body was found where he had fallen, 
with a piece of paper attached to the breast, 
on which were written the following words : 
“ This i» Beujamin Price, boarding in Yesey 
street, New York ; take care of him,” The 
body was brought to the city quietly, and 
he wat buried in New York. 
Tbe death of Bin Price was, howeve*, 
but onu-half of 
the tragic transacti n 
that resulted from tho pulling of Mr. 
Green’s 
nose. 
Some 
years later Cap­ 
tain Wilson, who has been already re­ 
ferred to, arrived in New York from En­ 
gland on his way to Canada, and put up at 
tne Washington Hotel.

ing thereby a short cessation of the gout, 
was enabled to hobble ont of doors, bis 
lower extremities being swathed in flannel. 
His first coarse was to seek the Washing­ 
ton Hotel, where his inquiry was— 
“ IsCaptain Wilson w ithinÍ” 
“ He in,” said the waiter. 
"Show me up to his room,' said Ste­ 
phen, and up h» was shown accordingly. 
Ilobbliug upstair* with much difficulty, 
cursing alternately as he went the gout 
which caused the pain and the Captain 
who was the cause of bis having to hobble 
with equal vehemence, he at last reached 
Captain Wilson’s room, his feet cased iu 
moccasins aud his hand grasping a stick. 
Captain Wilson rose to receive him, won­ 
dering all tbe time who his iame visitor 
could be, but his mind on that point was 
soon relieved.

“ Money,” he 83ys, “ will not pur­ 
chase health out of season, but health is to 
be had for money under proper conditions.” 
These are thousand» of men in every large 
city who are bankrupting themselves in 
health. “ Colonel Scott carried his burden 
so long that the 54,000,000 he had won 
had no power to bring back the health he 
had parted with ; 
but there were un­ 
doubtedly times in his life when, by the 
proper expenditure of 
money and 
of 
time, 
he 
could 
have 
brought 
health 
enough to last him a brace of decades 
longer, and tc enable him to double the 
number of millions for his heirs.” 
Money 
can buy health in two ways. 
It may ena­ 
ble the possessor of it to set aside a part of 
each day for recreation, or it may justify 
him in giving up two monthB of every year 
to solid rest. 
The same writer shrewdly 
observes : “ There is a hallucination, cher­ 
ished by a great multitude, that they must 
be constantly in their own bugiuess, or it 
cannot possibly go on prosperously. 
Some 
of these men are so unfortunately organized 
that they cannot believe that anybody living 
can do their work as well as they can do it. 
It takes an enormous self-conoeit to come to 
such a conclusion as this, and there is great 
misfortune in it. 
Of course, these men 
are never able to leave their work for a 
moment in other hands, and so they become 
the bond slaves of their own mistake. 
Now, there is nothing in which a great 
business man shows his greatness so sig­ 
nally as in his ability to find men tc do his 
work—to find competent instruments to 
execute his purposes. 
The greatest busi­ 
ness man is always a man of comparative 
leisure. 
His own work is always deliber­ 
ately done. 
It is, as a rule, the small man 
who never gets a moment, and who never 
can find a pair of hands as good as his own. 
If a man cannot leave his business, or 
thinks he cannot, he shows that he lacks 
the highest grade oi business capaoity.”

THS 
CHINESE BILL. 


The new Chinese bill has passed the 
Senate with few ohanges, and there oan be 
no doubt that the House will conour in the 
amendments, 
The crueial question once 
more will be aa to the action of the Presi­ 
dent, and speculation on th at seems quite 
useless. 
I t is impossible to infer what he 
will do from the language of his veto mes­ 
sage, because he does not there state what 
kind of a bill he is prepared to sign. 
Had 
his sole objection to the first bill been the 
duration of the suspension of Chinese im* 
migration, it would be fair to assume that 
the new measure would meet bis views. 
As however he objected to several other 
points, most of 
which have not been 
changed in the ten-year bill, no satisfac­ 
tory inference can be drawn from his 
previous expressions. 
In view of the un­ 
certainty of the outcome it is more than 
ever apparent that the majority of the Re­ 
publican journals of California committed 
a grave error in taking the ground they 
did upon the first veto message. 
W e are 
on the eve of an im portant State cam­ 
paign, and just at this critical moment a 
large portion of the Republican press prao 
tically cuts loose from the National Re 
publican party, and thus puts itself in the 
attitude of representing nothing outside of 
the State. 
Should the President now veto 
the ten-year bill some of our Republican 
contemporaries will find themselves in a 
very embarrassing position. 
To maintain 
consistency they would be almost driven 
to give their support to the Democratic 
ticket, in fact. 
Thay will not wish to do 
this, of course, but they will be made to 
realize that their own violent attacks upon 
the Administration have discounted the 
effectiveness of their subsequent partisan 
counsels, and probably done muoh to bring 
about results which they are most inter­ 
ested in preventing. 
Republican journals have often been 
tw itted by the Democratic press for free 
criticism of their own party whenever 
there were no elections pending, and this 
taunt must be adm itted to be in some 
degree deserved. 
But it is diffioult to see 
how Republican journals th at have led 
the general denunciation of the President, 
and have held up the Republican leaders 
at the East to soorn and ridicule, can in a 
few weeks, and without any such justifi­ 
cation aa a change of policy at Washington 
would furnish, turn about and advocate 
w hat would be an indorsement of the men 
they have just been abusing. 
It is, there­ 
fore, to be regretted th at our contempo­ 
raries did not look before they leaped, and 
it is especially to be regretted that they 
should have perm itted their opponents to 
sound the key-note of the campaign, and 
themselves have taken positions which it 
may be impossible for them to retain, and 
equally impossible to abandon without 
stultification. 
There are unfortunately 
too many hot-headed and inoonsiderate 
people in this State, who talk as though 
it were either practicable or desirable to 
separate the Pacific Coast from the rest of 
the Union, and who advocate the most 
revolutionary and violent measures, as if 
such attem pts could result imanything but 
mischief and failure. 
Instead of falling 
into line with these fire-eaters and so help­ 
ing to take the question out of the do­ 
main of practical politics, it seems to us 
that the Republican press throughout the 
State ought to remember th at it has in 
oharge the maintenance of the highest 
expression of Americau civilization aüd 
orderly government ; that it cannot ap­ 
prove lawless and revolutionary proposals 
without being false to its duty ; and that 
if it honestly believes in the superior fit­ 
ness of Republican principles and doc­ 
trines, it must discountenance all movements 
which tend to the substitution of physical 
force for constitutional government. 
And we are compelled to say that the 
Argonaut has been conspicuously reckless 
and im prudent in this connection. 
Its 
conductor is a Republican, but it is per- 
Tectly clear that for some time past he has 
been giving aid and comfort to the Demo 
cratic party alone, and th at he has been 
directing all his energies toward the depre­ 
ciation and discrediting of hiB own po­ 
litical associates and friends. 
When the 
campaign opens Mr. Pixley will perhaps 
wish to help the Republican tic k e t; but 
he is every week making it more difficult 
for himself to do this. 
He certainly will 
not feel himself at home in the Democratic 
ranks, for if we have read him to any pur­ 
pose, the doctrines of the Democratic party 
find no echo in his mind. 
He is in fact a 
Republican by nature and education, and 
there is no other party with which he 
can affiliate comfortably. 
Moreover, he 
knows perfectly well that he cannot ad­ 
vance the anti-Chinese cause, which he has 
so much at heart, by helping to make Cali­ 
fornia a Democratic State. 
He knows that 
it is only through the National Republican 
party that the Chinese question can be 
settled. 
And yet he is, in his fiery zeal 
and his blind resentment, doing all in his 
power to deprive his paper of effectiveness 
during the coming campaign. 
Perhaps 
Mr. Pixley may say that he is no politi­ 
cian, and does not oarc for the success of 
any party. 
But we suppose he does care 
for the legislation against Chinese immigra­ 
tion, and W6 put it to him whether he 
really believes that a Democratic victory 
here next November will further that bus­ 
iness appreciably ? 
Of course if the President signs the ten- 
year bill, it will be open to our fierce con­ 
temporaries to claim that they frightened 
him into doing so. 
But even in that case 
we fear that their extreme bitterness dur­ 
ing the past few weeks will have ill effects. 
It is not possible for us to abolish party 
lines in California merely because there is 
but one opinion on the Chinese question. 
So long as there exist two great national 
parties we must take sides with one or the 
other. 
We cannot hope te effect anything 
at W ashington by any other methods. We 
cannot take the State out of the Union. 
We oannot set up a government of our 
own, and defy and violate the Constitution, 
laws and treaties of the United States. 
If we are to do anything useful we must 
proceed by purely lawful and sober m eth­ 
ods. 
W e must not talk of insurrection or 
rioting or violence in any form, and what 
is more, we must not countenance such 
talk, either openly or by keeping silence 
about it. 
The press of San Francisco can 
hardly have forgotten—the people of San 
Francisco assuredly have not forgotten— 
the lasting injury done to th at city by the 
Kearney agitation. 
If that press and peo­ 
ple are not positively yearning for a still 
more disastrous state of affairs, they will 
nave to exhibit more boldness and a higher 
consciousness of their duty to the common­ 
wealth than they are at present displaying.

For it is perfootly 
clear that even if the infernal machines 
had been received at tbeir addresses, they 
would either have attracted suspicion, or, 
if they had been opened, tho victim iu 
either case would have been a private 
secretary, and not Mr. Vanderbilt or Mr. 
Field. 
W hy these gentlemen should have 
been selected as the objects of this in­ 
famous attem pt is of course at present 
unknown, but there seems to be a faint 
clue which points to some foreign Social­ 
ists *s the probable authors of the experi­ 
ment. 
The Postoffce authorities are at 
least as much interested as anyone else in 
having this kind of business put a stop to, 
for the explosion of an infernal machine is 
quite as likely to happen while it is in 
their hands as at any other moment. 
It is 
to be hoped that the criminal or criminals 
in this case will be traced out, though it is 
a diffioult undertaking.

Since our last writing, wo have mads further and careful investigation 
into the styles which obtain in the dress of misses and school-girls. 
In 
these styles we regret muoh to record a disposition to return to those 
which tend to rob a little girl of the appearance of innocent acd untram, 
meled childhood, and to present her as a miniature woman—a puppet, 
rather than a distinctive and delightful creation. 
Sagacious rr.oilistee aud 
manufacturers still ding to the semi-ioose English and Princess Robes for 
little girls, especially under ten years of Pge; while the latest fancies in 
costumes for the half-grown show ali the flouncing and drapery seen on the 
costumes of the full-grown, with the basque or the panniered polonaise, 
stiffened with whalebones, and finished in every respect as are the waists 
and the overdresses of women. 
In suits lately brought out, of both the 
bilk and woolen stuffs, in which plain and fancy fabrics are used in com­ 
bination, the creation is substantially of the solid-colored fabric, with the 
draperies and fanciful finish of the fancy material. 
Several suits in mem­ 
ory are combinations of plain and striped silks, and of plain and striped 
woolen stuffs. 
The skirt, of plain stuff, has seif-tnmming at the foot, in s 
triple box-plaited ruching about five inches wide, which is made by stitch* 
ing over the plaitiDg, through the center of its width ; or a double or 
triple box-plaited flouDce, of the width indicated, stitched on so as to leave 
a self-heading about an inch wide. 
The drapery, of the fancy stuff, forms 
curved or diagonal folds across the front, and a bouffant arrangement on 
the back ; or the front is trimmed en tablier, or as an apron, and the dra­ 
pery on the baok is puffing of one or the other of the materials in the com­ 
bination, set with wide loops and ends of the contrasting material, 
used 
doubled. 
The 
basque 
has 
small 
panniers 
attached, 
which 
are 
turned 
up 
en 
revert, 
or 
which 
form 
a 
succession 
of 
folds, and lose themselves under a jaunty bow or other fanciful appliance 
on the back. 
In some models, the sides of the waist open on a vest of the 
fancy material, and in some the front of the waist is covered with a 
plaited or shirred plastron ; while the usual finish is a reversed collar, 
square at the corners, and simple cuffs, of the fancy stuff. 
W hen the 
polonaise is the overdress the front of the skirt is in some wise trimmed ; 
the sides of the polonaise open on the apron in panniers, and the back is 
cut deep, and draped bouffant. An illustrative model is of plain and dotted 
cashmere in combination—the skirt of the plain cashmere, trimmed with 
alternate double box-plaited flounces of the two varieties of material, each 
about four inches deep, and these continued up on the front—and the over­ 
dress, or polonaise, of the plain cashmere, the front garnished with s 
shirred plastron of the dotted goods, running to an acute point, and the 
collar, cuff and outside hip-pockets of the dotted cashmere. 


As intimated, however, there are those who oling to the English robe, 
the semi-loose Bacque style for making children’s suits. 
Becoming and 
useful costumes are of the checked woolen camel’s-hair suiting, in combina­ 
tion with cloth to match, in stripes of checked grounds. 
The skirt is 
formed of wide, triple box-plaited kilting attached to a waist yoke, and 
the overdress is a deep, semi-loose, double-breasted sacque, of the checked 
cloth, garnished fancifully with that which is checked and striped. 
An* 
other style, presenting a similar effect, trim s the skirt with a deep kilting, 
and has the double-breasted sacque for the overdress ; while for small 
children, the sacque, trimmed with plaiting at the foot, forms the robe— 
fanciful appliances giviDg the desirable finish. 
This, for the time. 
The 
sunshine is growing warm ; the green grass and the early spring blossoms 
are beginning to enliven our parks ; our modistes and manufacturers are 
projecting children’s costumes of zephyr cloths and muslins ; and of these 
we shall very soon Bpeak to Messrs. W einstock 4 Lubin. 
A few models, 
of whioh we were granted inspection in advance of public exposition, and 
which may be accepted aa avant couriers of the mode, are zephyr ging­ 
hams in cheviot blue and pink, made up in combination with soft white 
mull.

the junction of the body and the skirt tongue-shaped pieces of the giug- 
ham, trimmed with Hamburg edging, are sewed on at regular distances, 
turned up, and fasten with a button-holo and button ; and under these 
pieces passes a sash of muslin or wide ribbon, terminating in a bow on the 
back. 
The sacque is low in the neck, and instead of a sleeve, a puff of 
the gingham passes across the shoulders—the effect being of a robe of the 
gingham, worn over a waist of mull. 


There seems as yet no indication that there will be a decline in fancy 
for large hate, w hether for little girls or the full-grown woman ; but with 
the warmer weather of the last week there seems an inclination to depart 
from feather garniture, and to use instead the delicate and more summer­ 
like double garlands of daisies, buttercups and young rose-buds—fancies 
which peculiarly oommend themselves to Mr. Lubin, with a knowledge of 
the semi-tropical climate of Sacramento, and California generally.

ha\ e scarcely spring and autum n here.

The furor in hosiery is for stockings in ombre or shaded striping—the 
stripes running around the leg. 
The stripes are about three-fourths of an 
inch wide, and wholly in one color, or in the lapsing of one color into an. 
other, as ws see in the shading of ostrich feathers. 
We see, for instance, 
stockings in blue, shading from the deepest wavy hue to the cid or sky. 
blue; and in brown, shading ont to pale rose-color, blue or yellow. Stockings 
of solid color hold their own in fashionable estimation, and those in stripes, 
iudeed, may be quoted as a variety in the approved rather than of dis­ 
tinctive importance.

A t the lecture by J, L. Y ork at Turner 
H all ia,-t eveniug there was a good attend­ 
ance. 
The subject considered was, “ The 
M inistry cf 
W ealth and the Tyranny of 
M oney.” 
The speaker sa id : There ia a min­ 
i istry of wealth which gladdens the poor 
man’s heart, and like a m inistry of good an­ 
gels, scatters blessings in hia pathway; and 
there i= a m inistry of wealth which, through 
greed and selfishness, robs labor, the only 
true means of wealth, cripples industries, iu- 
creaaes com petition in the means of life, and 
drawing all to itseif becomes a m inistry of 
devils. 
The state of society which produces 
millionaires aud paupers at the rate we are 
doing to-day cannot be a healthful state. 
These great extrem es in society ara sources of 
wide-spread evil. 
In the providence of na­ 
ture the great object of life is comfort and 
happiness, and to this end the means, or a 
chance to produce the means of life, is the 
greatest problem ot any age, and as produc­ 
tion sustains life and promotes happiness, let 
me a-k what are the means of production? 
L in d , labor and capital are the three great 
factors or means of 
life. 
Aud all means 
which tend to a better distribution of land, 
labor and capital are friendly to our race, and 
ever»' means which teud to sharpen cor. peti­ 
tion, centralize wealth and lessen the chances 
for independí nt life m ust be counted the en­ 
em ies of our race. 
The monopoly of land, 
the primary means of life, is the death knell 
of 
production. 
LtnJIordism in lai d is a 
great crime against God and man. 
To take 
away iife by violence is a crimp; so also 
to 
rob 
a perple of the 
means of life 
by hook or croi'k or legal deviltry is a crime. 
Blackatnne traits of no title except that in 
whiuh violence forms the first link, and there 
is no other tide, save that of the strong 
against the weak, to a single acre of soil. The 
title to land, water and air, is in God, snd no 
where h-a God or nature given any right to 
monopolize these 
great elem ents of life 
H enry George says that the great cause of the 
inequality iu the distributDn of wealth, is 
the inequality iu the ownership of land. But 
there is no remedy ia ihat direction, as own­ 
ership depends upon the means to purchase 
the soil, hence ownership must always be un­ 
equal. 
The true cause of inequality iu the 
distribution of wealth is not so much owner­ 
ship as it is ia the occupation of land. 
Own­ 
ership is the angel of poverty which slands in 
the poor man’s way and prea'ents occupation 
of the soil. 
N o man should own tha soil, and 
the State should coly exercise the right to say 
how much land a man and fam ily may occupy, 
and instead of giving the lands to corporate 
bodies s h 'uld hold them iu trust as a com ­ 
mon inheritance for the people's occupation. 
Another great agent, and instrument in the 
distribution of wealth is money, hence a uni­ 
form medium of exchange sufficient in vol­ 
ume to meet the wants of f'no people is a 
matter of no small moment. 
A ll means by 
which the volume of money or currency is 
depressed, and th6 rate cf interest increased, 
robs labor of its wages and thus depresses the 
only means of honest wealth. 
M oney ¡3 not 
a commodity, but a creation of law, aud as 
such possesses the only true value as a 
medium of exchange, measure of values and 
a token of wealth. 
The true value of money consists and de­ 
pends more upon its functions of exchange 
than upon the substance out of which it is 
made, and its legal attiibute gives it its true 
value and. right use 
A i.y other value at­ 
tached to money is fictitious. 
The doctrine 
that mon-.y is a com m oiity, and iubj-.ct tc 
the law cf supply and demand, to be regula­ 
ted in volume, or increased in purchasing

They hold that their system of 
theocracy ia from H eaven, and that all civil 
laws in corflict with it arc null and void. 
H ence all members of the Mormon Church 
are justified in evading nil civil laws, whether 
State or national.

am y rests upon the theory that man pcssee 
through three stages of exiitence—a spii-Uilal 
stage, before birth here ; a stage iu which the 
spirit is united to a physical body at birth,

A ll of these spiritual 
exigences are anxiously awaiting an upportu 
nity to enter human bodies. ."C inns fMSCn- 
vvar_ to t ^-*eir *'2.-1 state.

ev: .y man to marry many wives and raise up 
a numerous offspring. 
They attem pt to sus­ 
tain the practical part of this theory by au 
argument from nature and from revelations. 
The speaker showed that the polygamous re­ 
lations of the patriarchs were spoken of in 
the Bible iust as other instances of «•eakness 
cr sin ; and that the polygam y of David, for 
iar.taace, was no more cummended than his 
murder of Uriah. 
A further argument in 
the same direction wa3 adduced in the fact 
that theeo relations formerly were attended 
by the same jealousies between wives and 
among children witnessed in U tah to-day. 
The domestic troubles of Abraham, Jacob 
and D avid were given as illustrations.

conclusion it was shown that polygamy in 
Utah was of the most depraved nature and 
tendency.

A curious electrical experim ent is do 
scribed in one of the French journals, as 
tollow s: 
“ A sm all pasteboard box is pro­ 
vided w ith a glass lid, which is coated on 
the upper surface -with one or more thiD 
layers of oollodion, bu t not eneuph «o 
render it opaque. 
A num ber of figures 
repreienting insects and the like, and made 
of cotton or sponge, are placed w ithin 
the 
box. 
W hen

ia rubbed w ith d ry fingers in

w eather, th e insects are m ade to 
move about in an interesting m anner as 
they beoome electrified." 
The Territorial 
Enterprue gives the following in th e same 
direction, w hich will be found especially 
interesting to young readers : " O v e ra y e a r 
ago we published this experim ent. 
John 
S. Orndorf, in w ipm g off boxes th a t had 
glafs lids, discovered th a t particles of lint, 
bits of thread, paper and th e like fiew up 
from the bottom of th e box and attached 
them selves to th e glass, m oving about as 
though th ey w ere alive. 
F u rth er exper­ 
im ent show ed him th a t th e sam e thing 
took place in th e show-cases, w hen the 
ulass of th e tops was rubbed w ith a hand­ 
kerchief, b u t on a larger scale. 
H e m ade 
butterflies and other insects, some three 
inches long and tw o inches wide, of col­ 
ored p a p e r; 
also little balloons and a 
great 
m any other things, which, 
being 
placed in a show-case, perform ed in a 
really comical m anner when the glaes was 
briskly rubbed. 
The air here being dry 
and light, 
no collodion coating is re­ 
quired.

Often an insect would be seen 
to leave its place, swoop down alm ost to 
the bottom of the case, then rise and attach 
itself to th e glass a t another point, from 
one to tw o feet away from w here it had 
its first hold. 
Sometimes tw o or more of 
the insects would be seen to suddenly dart 
a t one another, cling together and fall to

and darting back take new places 
on 
the glass. 
W hen a lot of sm all insects 
made of 
th e bright, artificially-colored 
mosses im ported from Europe are used, 
the effect is very fine, and those who see 
the experim ent for th e first tim e can hardly 
be m ade to believe th a t the bugs, worms, 
butterflies and m oths are not alive. 
The 
effeot m ay be produced (in th is clim ate) by 
laying a light of glass upon the lid of any 
or-linary paper box. 
T bs changes are al­ 
most as m any and curious as those seen in 
a kleidoscope.”

F or the inhabitants of all the fishing 
tow ns in B rittany south of B rest, who for 
years obtained th eir livelihood from sardine 
fishing, a great calam ity is now threatened. 
The men go out in their boa's as usual, 
bu t they retu rn w ithout any fish in their 
nets. 
A pparently the sardines have de­ 
serted the shores of B rittan y for other 
water*, so th a t poverty is th u s staring in 
the face some of the hardest w orking peas­ 
ants in France.

A Mr. Johnson, for having some 
difficulty w ith a Chinam an, was fined by 
the Mongolian tribunal $500 and had to 
suffer a suspension of their patronage for 
three weeks.

Thus high condition favors 
shying ; while lowness of condition, from 
depressing the powers of life generally, 
or lessening the nervous energy, renders 
a horse lees likely to shy. 
Again, there 
is m uch in association. 
A horse accus­ 
tom ed to be used together w ith another, 
will often shy when 
led alone. 
Fear, 
therefore, is very likely to 
become a 
cause of shying. 
I t is also well known 
th a t horses will not readily pass a place 
where an injury has been inflicted on them , 
and some express a dread at certain ob­ 
jects. 
W hite colored objects often prove 
a cause of shying, and this more especially 
in th e night tim e, w hen surrounding ob­ 
jects, beiDg indistinctly seen, do not con­ 
tribute to give confidence to th e animal. 
P arity of reasoning may be considered a 
cause. 
B ut we prefer shying to fear, or 
the association of ideas arising from past 
occurrences, as th e rem em brance of in ­ 
juries, etc. B ut we have sufficiently shown 
th at there are m any causes for this vioe or 
Habit, and th a t it is not dependent on m erely 
defective vision.
